Of course a Jockey has to go through 
certain exerrtaee each day and baa to 
be very much more careful regarding 
what be puts In hla stomach than moat 
people In order to keep hla weight down 
and from acquiring a aui*erflutty of 
flesh, but lie certainly does not starve 
bluu*elf. aa la generally supposed If 
be did so lie would break down entirely 
In a very short time A Jockey must 
al*> be In tie- heat possible physical 
trim and have hla wits utmut lilm tie- 
fore a race, and to attain that lie must 
be careful bow lie uses hla cdostttutiou 
•TVrr nr*- two very Important things 
a Jockey bus to consider In studylna hla 
dh’tary Ha must *»*• to it Unit bis food 
ia of tin* lent quality and that It «*>u 
tains prn«*tlrally no fiesh forming pnq 
ertiea All such fattening foods as. for 
Instance, aoopa. beef. pork, point 
pudding* and pastries a Jockey jnuat 
deny himself.

••Koine Jorkey*. of course, take on 
and Pen* flesh quicker than others I 
have known one or two who were par 
tlrulnrly anxious to rkh* In n-rtaln 
mc-w hut for wtih h they were perhaps 
as much as eight or nine pounds too 
heavy, who rvdu«-ed that weight In Me¬ 
sa me number of days To accomplish 
that, however, they have to resort prae 
tfrally to n 'starving diet.' leaving ns 
little as the strain on Ihe vitality will 
penult without breaking down and iry- 
Ing to reduce their overweight by «**r- 
tatn sweating exercises. It l* needless 
In ny that so Jockey could stand too 
frequent repetitions of such severe 
measures to subtract from his weight 
without danger of permanently Injur 
Ing hi* health ami even sncrlflHng his 
life; still, many willingly resort to such 
•get light weight quick’ method* where 
they *ee good «*pportunltlea of making 
a name or a pile of money for them 

•'It must lie rememb**red that by na¬ 
ture Jockeys as a whole are not of ante 
stanttal physique or Imposing In height 
altlsrogb they are as tough as whip- 
coni. If they were, therefore, to tn- 
dnlge every day In the heavy Mil of 
fare that the average business or work 
Ing man partakes of tt la not probable 
that they would Increase much In 
weight or height. You often see Jock¬ 
eys In the Mg hotels and restaurants 
at the various racing sections after a 
nee tucking In big and expensive din 
nera with a gusto and relish that 
would give a chronic dyspeptic * n 
petite for hard tack. 

-Walking, running, cycling, punching 
the bag and hurdle Jumping are favor 
tte exerdaro a axing Jockeys to keep 
thetr weight down. On going oat for 
a walk or run they wrap themselves In 
the thickest of woolen sweaters and 
other heavy clothing, no "tatter how 
high the temperature may he. and the 
exercise Is kept up for a distance per 
bn pa of eight or nine miles, or. as we 
say. until you are 'drowned In swemL 
Turkish hatha are also frequently In¬ 
dulged In by many, and they must 
wear exemnteely warm clothing after, 
and aim when going for a gallop, no 
matter If Mw weather be boiling bot. 

-I should any that ten or twelve 
years Is the average of a >ockey'a ac¬ 
tive turf life. Tbe length of hla mreer. 
however, depends a grant deal on his 
rUIng ability and luck. 

-Jockeys are not of a aavtng claaa. 
and wtth but few exceptions I know 
of none who has ever managed to put 
enough money away to keep Mm in 
kail decent comfort after retiring 
from tbe turf. The majority, however, 
jpccssd In erraptng up a bank roTT or 
•uActent dimensions Jo FtartlB eoma 
business Uks retired pugilists, they 
base a fondnene for tbe liquor boal- 
neea. and I know a few ooe time Jock¬ 
ey. who ere pnwprrtgg In that tropin 
different parte of tbe country.
